'THEY DO NOT SUBMIT

MANY MILLIONAIRES REFUSE TO BE
' INTERVIEWED,

Buf Men Like Depew and Steimway Are of
Enaay Acvcess—The Vanderbilisand Rooke-
fellers Are Impregnable, and Sege Must
Be Taken by Gtorm.

Nxw Yorx, Bept. 27.—The million-
aire dislikes being interviewed. Hspe.
sially does ho deprecate talking for pube-
lication about himself and what is his,
Grst, because he ia usnally busy; next,
hs has more notoriety, involuntarily,
sthan he cares for, and, last, the inter-

viewear often furnishes dangerons infor-
mution to the public. The enbjecta
about which the millionaire will dis-
course most freely are Lkis particular
ficld of work and his hobbies.

Within & 40 mile circuit of New
York millionaires can be connted to the
puriper of 1,400. On the road between
Youkers nnd Sing Sing thers are 66 of
themn, living on almost adjoining estates,
but the largest sumber that ean be seen
together at once is at a meeting of the
Metropolitan eloly, where s full 100
bave gathered at one time.

The Vanderbilts and Rookefellers.

But out of all these there is ouly one
bera and there whowill give himsolf op
without a strunggle to the interviewer.
The Vanderbilts, for instunce, are sim-
ply imprepnable. You can storm  their
fortifications with telegroms, letters and
ecarids of introduction, you can train the
beaviest artillery in the shape of the
greatest magazines and newspapers apon
the Vanderhilt redonbrs. but you can't
make a breach big enoogh to crawl
throngh, You can interview their ssore-
tarices, their gisters aud even their wives,
you can intarview all around them, bt
no argument or excose, be it ever so in-
genious, has yet induced Corneling or
Willinm K. Vanderbilr o talk toan in-
terviewer abont himself for publiontion.

The nearsst [ have come to an inter
view with Cormelius Vanderbils wuas
when 1 set ont to write up hi= now
Fifth avenue palace. None of his per-
gonal friends or associates, not aven his
brother, saw ithe inside of that
bBouss till it was finished. His orders to
his architect were, *'Give no informa-
tion about nor admittanco to the house
to any literary person, man WOoman or
child.®' I svaited till the interior was
finished, My, Vanderbilt wounld move
in next week. Then T huarfied to Corne-
hos Vandorbilt’'s office in the Groand
Central station and arguned half an honr
with his secretary. Ay words were most
gootle and solite, but they meant sim-
ply: As Corpelins Vanderbilt bos built
the finest hoose in America, it will be
written up, and as Mr. Vanderbilt will
naot allow visitors {0 seeinside his house
the **write up'’ will be inacecorate and
biz heantiful palace misvepresanted
Such being the case, won't Mr. Vandar-
bilt anthorize the writing for a maga-
zine of at least one suthentic doscrip-
tion? Rather to my surprise, the secre-
tury returned to me with an order to
the architect reading: *'Show the gen-
tloman throngh the honse and give bim
what information he needs. C. V."" Of
couorse [ wrote up the house, and C. V.
approved.

The Rockefellars, like the Vander-
bilts, live io o stronghold thatdefies the
sioge uf interviewers, Jobhn D, TRocke-
feller's private secretary, a young woum-
an, will step outside the fortress bear-
ing your card as flag of truce just long
enough to toll you, ““Mr. Rockefeller
hus been obliged to refuse this and that
for publication and is so sorry, bat really
he doesn't ses how he can make an ex-
ception now, "'

Chauncey M. Depew.

But are thore not certain millionaires
whoe will be interviewed? Certainly.
Millionsire Chaoncsy Depew, for in-
stance, is the most be-interviewed man
in New York. He will alwsys see an
interviewer, providing the interviewor
will swait his tumrm. In the president’s
office in the Grand Central stution it is
nothing anusoal to find 11 or 12 people
all waiting at one timeo tosese the genial
Chouncey, He sees each person in the or-
der of their oowiong. I have seen a po-
lico captain, a judge, a sister of charity,
a well known merchant, four or five
newspaper men and a young man with
a onrd of intvoduction looking for &
“place, " all waiting at onoe, and the
young mun looking for the *‘place”
went in before the others becanss he
came first. The only way to see Dr. De-
pew withont having to wait hours,
sometimes day afier day, is by appoint-
ment  And appointments for intersiews
Ee will not make pnless the matiar is of
utmost importance. **Weil, what can I
do for you?'" are his first words, and if
the ioterviewer comes to the point at
once he'll give him all his attention and
load bim with no end of bonmaots,

The Gonlds, as a rale, can be inter-
viewed if the intervicwer is persistemt
and patient. Of the three boys, Howmrd,
the youngest, spends most of his time at
tha office and is the most willing to be
sern. He'll receive you inm bis shirs
sleeves vary cordially and unaffeotedly
and will talk freely if the subject ap-
peale to him. Ha is very grave and yeot
boyish. "*‘Now, I baven'tovercommitied
mysell too much, have I?" he'll psk ss

| you leave. And be's so eardial and

frank that yon'll see that he doesn’t
“overcommit’” himself in print.

George Gould won't ba seen except
between 18 and | o'clock and then only
on csrtain subjecta. When he wants
particularly to avoid callers, he takes
the elevator to the floor above sud cumes
down 8 private stairway into his office
Very oftex, whgn very buosy, he ocomes
and goces this way without having to
run the gantiet of callers in the office

The Goulds and Sage.,

Edwin Gounld will be iutarviewed on
certain subjects, but he always louks
hopelesaly bored. He hae a way of pre-
ceding nll his remarks when thas bored
by drawling out “‘O-ch!"" just o=
Stuart Bobson did in ““The Henrietza ™
I remusmber omoe talking to him when
8 hoy came in with a card. Alr. Gould
glanced apathetically at the card, then
drawled, ""O-gh, say I'm way ont in
the conutry and won't be hack for thres
months!” The boy laughed outright,
and Edwin Gould smiled. Ncither conld
Lelp doing so.

Russall Sage will snbmit #o an inter- |

viewer only after he has made the in-
terviewer's personal acquaintance. But
the first time Ruossell Sage can be seen
only by using the wtmost amount of
“nerve.” Af his office in the Aronde
building even “‘nerve’™ won't pet a
strange interviewer into his presence
There are too many watchfnl pickers to
pass, especially gince the bomb throw-
ing episody, Iinterviewed Isuseell Sage
for the firsé time last epring, and I'll
never forget that first mocting with
him. During the woman's suffrage ram-
page his nume suddenly appeared as one
of the converted. Resnli—he must be
interviewsd, How? I went to his offics,

and a hot akirmizsh with the outlving |

pickets took place. T'was defestad The
evening of that day I rang the doorbell
of his home in Fifth avenue, next to
Forty-sevoud streot. The elderly wnid
who opensdd the door called to o tall,
thin gentleman who stood, pulling on
his gloves, in the rear of the hall, ‘A
gentleowin to seé you, s’

“Wall, whae is ic?*'

I explained.

“0Oh, you'll have to exonse ma!'t Ha
smiled. Then he put on his hat and
said he wished I would go away, as he
had to go out.

All right, T would go away. I wonld
go out with him. He smiled agnin and
tried to button that fadod overcoat,
which he must have worn when a boy.
It was a stormy night, but there was no
corriage waiting. Russel! Sage raised
an umbrells, and T went away with
him under his nmbrella. Hoe was only
going aronnd the corner to Dr. Paxton's
church.

Mr. Henry O. Havemeyer, the sugar
king, president of the Sugar trust, will
psnally talk to interviewers if he's not
busy; bnut, then, he is always buosy.
When he does see you, however, he luys
down bhis pen, wheels aronnd in his
chair, facing yon, and gives all his atten-
tioo to you, just asif he bhudn’t n thou-
sand claims npon bis time of far greater
importance than an iaterviewer., It's
often so with o very rich man. e is
geldom a snob. Mr. Havemneyer will not
talk sugar, positively, but he will milk
about his Rembrandt paintings, and his
Japanese potteties, and his violiog, of
swhiich he has the finest vollection in the
coutitry, but he wan't say a word ex-
cept to sanswer questions, which be does
direct and withont waste of words.

Mr. Theodore A. Havemeoyer, the
vice president of the BSagar trust, is
much maore approschable than his broth-
er. Hge receives you affably—no airs—
Just as if he wasn't asagar king's broth-
er ot all, bot just an ordinary, very
woll bred gentleman, He will talk to
you conrtecnsly in rofined and elegant
languags, but simply answering ques-
tions, justas his brother does, and inter-
viewers must be quick.

Elbridge T. Gerry is one of the busi-
e=t millicnnires. He will make an ap-
pointment and make you smoke his ci-

gars if be knows yon. But if yon must
drop in harriedly, offliand, he will gee
vou only at his office, corner of Fourth
avenue and Twenty-third street, at $:30
in the morning and at 5:80 iu the after-
noon. "“Ask me anything abous chil-
dren, *" he says, “‘and I'll snswer you. I
don’t kpow suything else.'” He is a
man of great nervous energy and spenks
very guickly. Unless you kunow exactly
what youo want to say to Elbridgs T.
Gerry before sending np your oard
you‘d better pottry to interview him
